Hundred Million Bushels. 


Including the fall wheat of South- 
ern Alberta, official returns indicate 
that not less than six million acres 
have been seeded to wheat in the 
prairie west, while increase in dats 
and coarse grains is very consider- 
able. For the past ten years the 
average yield of wheat has been 18.98 
bushels per acre, so that with not 
better than that the total yield should 
easily pass the hundred million 
bushel mark, which has been the am- 
bition of the west for some years past. 
Going in, however, on an ideal seed 
bed from one to three weeks earlier 
than the average season, and enjoy: 
ing since an extraordinarily favorable 
vernal season, with enough rain to 
last till harvest, it scarcely seems pro- 


bable that the average wheat yield 
will fall below twenty busivels, with 
resent indications pointing to not 


ess than twenty-five bushels per acre. 
With the prospect of harvesting com- 
pleted before damaging early frosts, 
it may be expected that an unusually 
high percentage of grain will run to 
export grades, so that even if ruling 
high prices are not maintained the 
farmer is likely to get a very hand- 
some net return for his crop. At ail 
events, there is no getting away ‘rom 
the fact that crop prospects are fifty 
to a hundred per cent. better than at 
the same period last year. 

Good and Bad Farming. 

Growth has now reached a_ stage 
where the difference between good 
and bad farming is clearly manifest. 
Adjoining sections, where conditions 
are exactly similar but where one has 
been carefully cultivated while the 
other is run by a slovenly farmer, 
often present striking contrasts. Ever 


in this remarkable year uneven and 


thin growth marks poor plowing and 
faulty cultivation, especially on new 
land, where imexperienced home- 
steaders have just scratched in their 
seed. In older settled districts seed- 
ing on stubble is becoming more and 
More rare, unless the object is to 
clean land up from noxious weeds, 
and in this regard the efforts of Do- 
minion and provincial agricultural 
officials is beginning to bear some 
fruit, though inspection is still often 
very lax. In some of the worst weed 
infected districts farmers are follow- 
ing the suceessful experiments of 
last year by seeding to barley, which 
matures more rapidly than weeds 
and is a profitable way of cleaning 
the land. Seeding frosted grain, par- 
ticularly oats, has proved a failure, 
for after sprouting a few inches it 
generally withered, necessitating re- 
seeding, But on the whole the 
quality of seed appears to have been 
excellent, and even when germina- 
tion values were not of the — first 
elass, conditions have been so favor- 
able that ill effects are not notice- 
able.

London, June 27.—King Hdward has 
made the first serious mistake of his 
reign. Arthur Ponsonby, formerly 
private secretary to the late Premier, 
Sir Her-s Campbell Bannermen, and 
now his successor as member of par- 
liament for Stirling, voted recently 
with the Radi¢al and Socialist minor- 
ity in condemnation of the King’s 
state visit to the Czar, When subse- 
quently an invitation list to a Wind- 
sor garden party was prepared, the 
King ordered the nasaes of Ponsonby 
(Liberal) and Hardie and Victor Gray- 
son (Socialists) to be omitted. Pon- 
sonby is the son of the late Sir Henry 
Ponsonby, Queen Victoria’s private 


secretary, His brother, Mzjor Pon- 
sonby, is equerry to the King. King

| defection, especially because of the 
family’s connection with royalty. But 
the serious part is that the King 
sought to punish by exclusion from 
a state function, a member of Parlia- 
ment for exercising his constitutional 
right of voting according to his con- 
science. 


| HOLLAND IS NOW AFTER CASTRO 
Dutch Ships Were Seized and Castro 
Must Settle. 


London, June 26.—The Daily Tele- 
graph correspondent at the Hague, 
learns that Holland has made a claim 
against Venezuela for redress for the 
seizure of Dutch ships and mails. 

A recent despatch from Willemstad 
stated that two Dutch sloops, the Ma- 
rion and the Carmita, plying between 
Aruba, a Dutch island near the coast 
of Venezuela, and Curacao, were de- 
tained by a Venezuelan guard vessel 
on the high seas off Lavela De Coro, 
a point of Venezuela, The sloops were 
stopped by shots from the Venezuelan 
vessel and forced to go to Curacao, 
where they were detained for two

[TO EXTEND AREA 
POR PRE-EMPTION 


Good Progress on the Second 
Reading. 


Ottawa, June 26.~—Good progress 
was made to-day in the House of Com- 
mons onthe second reading of the 
Land Bill. The pre-emption clause 
was allowed to stand at the sugges- 
tion that thé area might be enlarged, 
Opposition developed along two lines, 
Hon, Geo, E. Foster declared that 
pre-emption gave the settler a free 
gift which he-would sell at a handsome 
profit. R. E. Lake (Conservative, 
Qu’Appelle) and Jno, Herron (Con: 
servative, Alberta) declared ‘the pre- 
emption clause was of little value to 
the pioneers. The latter two wanted 
the area for second homesteads en- 
larged ‘to give advantage to pionecrs 
and Hon, Mr, Oliver agreed = and 
pointed out that last year’s bill has 
been {because Hon, Mr. Foster said it 
#ave pioneers too much advantage, 

The Bill in Committee. 

In committee on the Dominion 
Lands bill, there was much discussion 
over the pre-emption clause, M. 8. 
McCarthy (Conservative, Oalgary), 
thought the settler next to school or 
Hudson's Bay landé should have his 
choice of pre-emption limited, Hon, 
Mr. Oliver said he saw the difficulty 
but there was no remedy, Jno, Her- 
von (Conservative, Alberta), proposed 
to extend the permitted distance for 
homeste:d, This was now fixed at 
nine miles. 58, J. Jackeon (Lib. Sel- 
kirk) wished the pre-emption area 
extended, saying that there was much 
land in northwestern Manitoba and 
east of Lake Manitoba, where the half 
section, was necéseary as in dry belt. 
Mr. Herron supported the extension, 
wishing the western boundary moved 
further than the twenty-first range as 
in the bill. Hon. Mr. Oliver explein- 
ed tnat last year’s bill was in accord- 
ance with Mr, Jackson’s view. ‘This 
year it was thought better to include 
only that section about which there 
was no aoul. Perhaps later, when 
the experiment had been tried, the 
area could be extended, 

Dr, Roch (Conservative, Marquette) 
wanted Manitoba's share of Keewatin 
included. Referring to Mr. Jackson’s 
remark that speculators had opposed 
the wider scope of last year’s bill, 
Dr. Roche said he did not know if 
Hon. Mr, Greenway was a speculator 
or not, but he had opposed the pre- 
emption. T. <A. Burrows (Liberal, 
Dauphin) followed in agreement wiih 
Mr. Jackson. The minister proposed 
leaving the matter over for fwture dis- 
cussion, and again signified his will- 
ingness t# include the area between 
Lakes Manitoba and Winnipeg, al 
Winnipegosis and Saskatchewan in the 
pre-emption area, 

Hon. Mr. Fost’ criticized the gov- 
ernment for not funding the receipts 
from pre-emptions. The money would 
be spent in ordinary expenditure, and 
the government would need to borrow 
to construct the Hudson Baz railway. 
Mr, Oliver saw no difficulty as long 
as the money was’ coming in, The ob- 
jection was a mere matter of book- 
keeping. 

In connection with the clause in 
reference to school lands, M. 8. Me- 
Carthy urged the transfer of school 
lands in the west to the provinces. 
Mr, Oliver replied that this was a 
question of general policy, and hed 
not been considered in redrafting the 
bill, Mr, MeCarthy’s plea met sup- 
port from R. L. Borden, G. W .Fowl- 
er, R, 8. Lake. 

To Extend the Area. 

When the House rose some 70 out 
of the 103, clauses of the bill had been 
passed. Hon. Frank Oliver gave no- 
lice of ap amendment to the pre-emp- 
tion clause, which will add between 
three and four million acres to the 
twenty-eight million acres in the pre- 
emption area already designated, The 
addition! land tobe brought in lies 
at the northeast and the northwest on 
the area defined in the bill, and will 
make the block anore regular in for- 
mation, Mr. Oliver suid that any oth- 
er amendments having as their object 
the increasing of the pre-emption area 
would receive consideration when his 
amendment was being discussed.

TO GO FROM THE WEST 


To The Tercentenary Celebrations at 

Queveas- ime Alberta District Will 

nd 33 Men.—No Pay Will Be 

Allowed.—Expenses Will Be Paid 
By Government.

Ottawa, June 26.—A composite regi- 
ment to represent the three military 
districts west of the Great Lakes to 
the number of 176, 8 regimental stafi, 
one lieutenant-colonel, adjutant, medi- 
cal officer and quartermaster will be 
named by the ilitia Department. 
The quartermaster and assistants will 
precede the regiment by two days 
with camp equipment to lay out lines 
in Savard Park. No pay will be al- 
lowed, only subsidence and trans- 
portation being supplied by the gov- 
ernment. The detail will be—90th. 
2 officers and 24 non-commissioned 
men; th, one officer and 15 men; 
96th Lake Superior, one officer and 
6 men; 98th Kenora sand Fort Fran- 
cis, one officer and 6 men; 12th Mani- 
toba Dragoons, 10 non-commissioned 
officers and men; 16th, 8 non-commis- 
sioned officers and meu; 18th, 8 nen- 
coms. and men; R.C.M.R., 4° non- 
coms and men; 13th Field Battery, 1 
officer and 6 men. District 15 will 
send 3 officers and 30 men and 33 
horses. British Columbia will be re- 
presented by one captain and 1b men 
from the garrison artillery and a sub- 
altern and 16 men from the infantry. 


Militry Men for Quebec, 


A selection of officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers und men to be sent to 
Quebec in July to take part in the 
tereentenary Celebration is now ‘being 
made throughont the west. The con- 
tingent is due in Quebec on July 18, 
and will leave about July 13th. 
sergeants and 10 privates, besides such 
Officers as may be selected, will be 
chosen from the 19th Alberta Mounted 
Rifles, and it is probable that the best 
mon from each of the four squadrons 
will be selected for this service. 

The question of the éelection of the 
men to bt. sent to Quebee has been 
hastened by the receipt by the oificer 
commanding the 19th C. M. R., of the

“2—The names of 2 sergeants and 
10 privates, These should be the very 
best, both in character and drill, also 
physically, and I should like to eee all 
of even height; not less than 5 feet, 10 
inches, 

“3—Horses must be the very best, 
not leas than 15 feet, 2 inches, color 
bay, sound ,well groomed, manes and 
tails plumed and of even length. 

“4-yPay—Owing to having been is- 
sued for camps there is none avail- 
able for this service, but horse allow- 
ance will be increased to $2 per day, 

“S-—Transportation will be provided 
from this office. 

“6—Rations will be issued while in 
Quebec, and an allowance of 35¢ per 
diem per horse when en route. 

“7——Forage will be issued at Quebec 
and the usual allowance of 35¢ per 
diem per horse when en route. r 
_ “8—The Northwest contingent to be 
in Quebee on July 18th, advance party 
two days previous. 

““9-—Officers will v-ear swords, aad if 
all of a unit is in possession, tunies 
may be worn, otherwise serge frocks,’”’

RAIN DOWNPOUR 


Despite Rain, Attendance on Last 
Day Was Good—Races

The bright sunshine and warm sum- 
mer weather which marked the first 
three daya of the Edmonton exbibi- 
tion failed yesterday and the iast day's 
races weré pulled off in a pouring rain 
with several inches of mud and mater 
on the race track, Notwithstanding 
the inclemency of the weather the 
large grand stand at the fair grounds 
was well filled yesterday afternoon, for 
it was well known that the last day’s 
races were likely to prove the most 
interesting of the meet, 

The steady downpour of rain pre- 
vented any very fast tine being made, 
the first inate pulled off before the 
track became too sticky, being uenu- 
ally in the best time. Every race was 
closely contested, however, and the 
neck and neck finish of many of the 
races called forth bursts of applause 
from the rain bedraggled but cheerful 
spectators in the grand stand. 

Indian War Dance. 

The races monopolized the attention 
of the fourth day visitors to the fair 
for everyone was forced to stay in the 
grand stand. As a result the side 
shows and booths at the east end of 
the grounds did a very small business. 
The acrobatic specialties put on be- 
tween heats on former days had to be 
called eff and the only diversion was 
a war chant and wer dance performed 
in the grand stand by a number of 
Stoney Indians. About a dozen braves 
assembled for this exhibition, their 
war paint and feathers contrasting 
oddly wth parts of their dress, which 
Were distinetly modern. A drum was 
produced and the Indians gathering 
around this proceeded to beat time 
with stieks, the sound rising and fal- 
ling acecording as they pictured the 
appreach of the battle and the defeat 
oi their enemies or spoke of their own 
friends who had gone to the “happy 
hunting grounds.”” Their weird music 
was accompanied by short yells. 

In a few minutes an old chief arose 
and casting irom him the blanket 
which he wore appeared in true war- 
rior style, his body streaked with war 
paint. He proceeded to execute a 
war dance, keeping time to the beats 
of the drum and punctuating his move- 
Although ham- 
pered by the limited space in the 
igrand stand the dance was a great 
success and was of decided interest to 
the audience. Some of the spectators 
displayed lack of sense by throwing 
orange peelings and peanut e6hells at 
the Indians during the dauce. The 
perfornrers treated these acts of dis- 
courtesy with stolid contempt, but it is 
safe to say that a few years previous, 
before the white man’s influence be- 
came supreme in this country, they 
would have exeeuted ewift punishment 
on the thoughtless offenders, 

Free-for-All,

FIRE AT DULUTH 


Consolidated Eievator Company's 
Elevotor “D” Destroyed With 
Great Quantities of Grain.

Duluth, June 26-—Fire, which will 
entail a large property loss of $1,000,000, 
raged on the water front teday.

And here let me submit two other 
considerations bearing upon the rela- 
tions of the Freneh occupation of Can- 
ada to the history of North America. 
Virst,. if the French had not taken 
possesaion of Canada wher they did 
and colonizéd the “yalley of the 8t. 
Lawrence, Canada would, no doubt, 
like other parts of North America,have 
been oceupied by the British. Then 
would it net naparally follow that 
when. the other British colonies re- 
yolted in 1776 that Canada as the 
fourteenth colony would ‘have also 
joined them? By u similar process of 
reasoning, had not vanada become a 
British possesbion in 1759 is it not 
more than probable when Napoleon 
Bonaparte sold his French possessions 
in America to the United States in 
1803 that Cunada as part of these 
French possessions would also have 
been bargained away, Are these two 
circumstances contingent part of that 
“divinity which shapes our ends,” or 
merely an hypothesis incapable — of 
proo? At all events the logic of the 
situation leads to ut one conclusion. 

. 


Lei us next consider the significance 
of the Plains of Abrahati. to America. 
Although it-is generally assumed: that 
the passing of the Stamp act was the 
cause of the revolt-of the thirteen col- 
onies, a closer reading of — history 
shows that the right of self-governmeut 
conceded to them in their charters 
from the crown was the secret spring 
of that spirit of independence whieh 
found expression at Philadelphia in 
74. -The Stamp act was but an’ &k- 
cuse to assert their independence in 
ihe fullest sense, although they had 
in fact all the liberty up to that time 
which it was possible to obtain ynder 
any circumstance. But so long as 
Franee was in control of Cenada to 
the worth and west they felt that to at- 
fempt a separation would be to place 
thémselves between two fires. On the 
Atlantic side British troops could be 
easily landed, to” which resistance 
would be dutile, To the north und west 
they would be subject to the attack of 
the Freneh, aided no doubt by. the 
Canadians.

They argued that now in 
the event of a revolution, France, in- 
atead of aiding Great Britain, would

Then what about the significance of 
the contest on the Plains of Abraham 
to Great. Britain, First, it revealed 
to her in a most conelusive manner 
the advantage of naval supremacy. 
When Admiral Saunders, with 
ships of the line and 60,000 soldiers, 
set sail for America for the conquest 
of Canada it was evident to the whote 
world that without the command ot 
the sea no pation need aspire to uni- 
versal sovertignty, 

Second. The taking of Quebec prac- 
tically laid the found nof her col- 
onial empire. Except a slender foot, 
hold in Incia, the British possessions 
elsewhere were comparatively insign- 
ficant, Australia and New Zealand, ai- 
tliough discovered, had no appreciable 
value except as a shelter from of- 
fended justice. She owned a few of 
the West Indiez Islands and Prince 
Rupert's Land in North America, and 
seemed to be satisfied, But with the 
possession of. Quebec the idea uf «a 
Colonial Empire fastened itself ipon 
British statestnen, and from that date 
forward, whenever new territory could 
be obtained or minor,possessions en- 
larged, she pushed her conquests as 
well as hier commerce, until now she 
occupies one-quarter of the habitable 
tlobe. Had she failed in the conquest 
of Canada who can teil. what weutd 
have been the effect upon her aspira- 
tions and her territorial expansion. 

Third, It wag vital for Greet Brite 
ain. that in the councils of Kurope 
her prestige should. be maintained, 
Prussia was asserting herself under 
Frederick the Great, Austria had un- 
doubted: influence as one of the great- 
est Powers of Central Kurope, Russia 
‘was emerging from the obscurity ot 
centuries and Spain was ‘till a lorce 
to be reckoned with, 
tinent. of Europe she had little to fear 
because of her power at sea, but to 
maintain her rank among her sister 
nations, she could noi afford to be 
baffled either in diplomacy or in war. 
What were the many millions which 
Pitt spent in the cor. guest of Canada, 
compared to the prestige and the dis- 
tinction which it conferred upon bri- 
lish statesmen, and the dread with 
which it invested her army and navy? 

And lastly, the acquisition oj French 
Canada gave to Great Britain a tron- 
tal entrance to her western possessions 
in North America. What would the 
great Northwest be worth to Canada 
to day if a foreign country intervened 
between it and the Atlantic ocean? Ac- 
cessible directly only by Hudson Bay, 
it would be isolated from the world 
except for a few months each year, 
The great waterways reaching halt 
across the continent would be under 
foreign control, and the prairies of the 
West would be as isolated as Central 
Africa, To acquire Canada was to 
connect the east and the west, and 
to lay the foundation for that Cana- 
dian Emyire which so happily. re- 
sponds to the impulses oi nationhood 
and i¢ already so rich in promise 
and,.s0,. commanding, U1. 11s. possi- 
bilities. 

And now, having endeavofed to in- 
terpret the significance of the events 
to which I have called your attention, 
let me ask you if ‘it is not a fitting 
thing that we should rejoice in the 
memories they awaken and the na- 
tional consequences to which they 

ave birth. The founding of Quebec 
Srihes us back three centuries—back 
to the days of the earliest explorations 
of North America—to the days when 
European civilization first laid its 
hand upon the new world, What a 
plunge into the past. Earlier than the 
commonwealth) Earlier than the land- 
ing of the Pilgrim Fathers. Who 
would not rejoice in the ancient line- 
age of this sacred spot, sacred to the 
first throbbings oi a new nation— 
sacred to the mewory of the old je- 
gime—of Frontenac and Laval—and 
sacred alike to those of later days, 10 
Dorchester and Durham and . the 
Fathers of Confederation, | Fill up its 
history as younnay, with all the mod- 
ern innovations im architecture and 
transportation. so familiar in other 
cities, yet Quebec still stands with the 
tracery of the olden days ou every fea- 
ture, and the legends of the old regime 
on every page of ite history. Quaint 
old city, the dearest link in our con- 
nection with the past a¢ well as the 
historical centre of all that modern 
civilization has done for British 
America, 

And we celebrate the battle of the 
Plains of Abraham uot beeause of 
the sovereignty which it transferred, 
but because of the sovereiguty which 
it founded and developed. What was 
the triumphant march. of Wolfe to 
the triumphant march of liberty, and 
toleration and statesmanship which 
followed in its wake? In the ordeal 
of battle many of the noblest quali- 
ties of the humran race are called into 
exercise, but it is only by the arts of 
posce that a naiion can reach its 
tighest altitude, and the progress of 
humanity its greatest development. 
Who, in the light of history, regrets 
the battle of the Plains of Abraham, 
and whe, that Teves free speech in 
every lungae, a free conscienee under 
every creed, and liberty under every 
social condition, would have it other- 


wise.

New York, June 26.—One of the 
most remarkable demonstrations ever 
sven in this country took place in tin 
Inovkiyn Ghetto today, when hun.

ANTI-CIGARETTE LAW. 
The Washington State Ordinance 
Bone of Legal Contention. 


Spokane. Wash., June 26—-Whether 
the stufe legislature acted within its 
province in passing a moasure embrac- 
ing more than one subject without ex- 
pressing it in the title is the question 
which the supreme court is called upon 
to decide in a case from Spokane county 
in which &. H. Sullivan, judge of. the 
superior court, questioned the constitu- 
tional of the anti-cigarette law. enacted 
in 1907. The law was designed to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of cigar- 
ettes or cigarette materials in “Washing- 
ton, except by jobbers doing an inter- 
state business, who were permitted to 
sell to customers outside the state. 

Sudge Sullivan declared the statute 
unconstitutional when he sustained a 
demurrer and discharged H, 8. Winsor 
upon the ground that the title of the 
act does not comply with the constitu- 
tional provision that ‘No bill shall em- 
brace more than one subject and that 
shall be expressed in the title.” it was 
contended by Winsor's counsel that the 
title is misleading and deceptive as it 
specihes regulation and in certain cases 
prohibition, while the body of the act 
prohibits the sale of cigarettes and does 
not regulate it.

DONT’S. FOR CAMPERS. 

1. Don't, when in the woods, throw 
dewn a lighted match, cigar-stub or 
other flaming object; make sure that 
the flame has been thoroughly ex- 
tinguished before throwing it away. 

2? Don’t build your camp fire larger 
than is necessary. 

3. Don't, under any circumstances, 
leave your fire ungttarded, even for a 
comparatively short. time; see that it 
is dead out before you go away 

4, Don’t. build) your fire in leaves, 
rotten wood or other inflammable 
material. 

5. Don't build your fire against a 
large or hollow log, where it is hard 
to be sure when it has been entirely 
put out, 

To these ‘‘don’ts” it may be added 
that in windy weather, or ina danger- 
ous place, it is well to confine the fire 
in a hole dug clean down to the min- 
eral soil. A fire may smoulder in 
the humus, or “duff’’ for days, only 
waiting for a strong breeze to fan it 
into a flame that may burn over miles 
of timber. 

Summer tourists «5d campers un 
fortunately have a bad reputation 
among the owners of timber limits as 
being a frequent cause of fires. © Such 
fires could be prevented, almost with- 
out exception, by a little extra care 
on. the part of the campers, who have 
been the uni Mentional cause of much 
forest dest s, and who have just 
as real an intéie, sin the preservation 
of the forests as the owners of the 
timber themselves, . The rules given 
above are. the result of long experi- 
enee and observation on the part of 
many woodsmen and lumbermen as 
to the origin of fires from this cause, 
and are earnestly commended to the 
attention of campers, sportsmen and 
others. 

The need for observing them is em- 
phasized by the oceurrence a few 
days ago of serious fires im the Lake 
St. ohn district in Quebec, one vil- 
lage being wiped out; the fires are 
Ahought to have originated from fires 
left by fishermen.

(1) The time fixed by this Act as 
the time during which the workmen 
in a mine may be below ground for 
the purposes of work and of going to 
and from their work may be extended 
as respects any mine by the owner, 
agent or manager of a mine on not 
more than sixty days in any calendat 
year by not more than one hour a 
day, and on any day in which an ex- 
tension of time is made in accordance 
with this section as respects any mine 
the time so extended shall be substi- 
tuted for the purposes of this aet as 
respects that mine for the time as fix- 
ed by this Act. 

(2) The owner, agent cr manager of 
every mine shall cause a register to 
be kept in such manner as the Minis- 
ter of Public Works may direct, of the 
cause in which any extensiin of time 
has been given under this section, and 
the register shall be open to the in- 
spection of the Provincial or District 
Inspector of Mines, 

“The effect of these Causes, bad 
they been included in the Act, would, 
in our opinion have been to nullify 
the whole Act as it appears they would 
have made it impossible to secure a 
conviction under the Act, the operstor 
only having to claim that the day on 
which the complaint was laid was one 
of the ‘sixty’ mentioned in the Act 

“We aay say frankly that the ap- 
pearance of this clause made us skep- 
tical of the whole Act. However, we 
proceeded at once to lay the matter 
belore the Government, and we founc 
the Minister of Public Works, when 
the clause was pointed out to hin, 
quite ready to cut the clause out alte- 
gether, and this was done before it 
vot into the house at all. As an ex- 
planation of its appearance we learn- 
ed later that a similar clause is in- 
corpordted in the bill which is before 
the British House at the present time, 

“The importance of our having se- 
cured the elimination of this clause 
will be recognized by your officers and 
members at a glance, 

“The bill, with this alteration, met 


with our entire approval, and was 
enacted into law absolutely without 
change, 


“The date on which, the Act goes 
iuto force, namely, the Sist day ot 
March, 1909, was not satisfactory to 
us, and we endeavored to have this 
changed, but we were not the only 
people before the Government with 
representations, A strong lobby ol 
the mineowners were also present, and 
they made representations to the ef- 


fect that the date mentioned was 
the date of the expiration of 
the present agreements and that

Alberta bill copied the British Col- 
umbia Act in the respect that unless 
a building were to be of forty feet in 
height compensation could not be re- 
covered by an injured workman, 
Your delegates succeeded in getting 
this cut to thirty feet, 

“In the British Cohumbia Act where 
the death or injury can be proven to 
be directly attributable to the serious 
or wilful misconduct or neglect of the 
workman, no compensation can be re- 
covered, The same clause was incor- 
porated in the original clause of the 
Alberta Act, Your delegates succeed- 
ed in having this changed to read 
that in any case where the result was 
death or permanent disablement com- 
pensation might be recovered 

“The original drait fixed the com- 
pensation at $1,500 in case of death. 
rhis is the amount named in the Brit- 
ish Columbia act. Your delegates suc- 
ceeded in getting this raised to $1,800, 

“In the case of a workman who had 
no dependents, the original draft and 
also the B. C. Act named $100 as the 
amount recoverable for funeral — ex- 
penses, This was raised to $200, 

In the case of a workman being un- 
der 21 years of age, the amount re- 
veeivable for injury in the original 
draft and in the B.C, Act was and is 
$5 per week, This was raised to $7.50, 

“The Act as finally passed is, we be- 
lieve, a workable Act, and one which 
will go a long way toward compelling 
the employers to take such precau- 
tions as will have the effect of pro 
tecting the lives of the workmen in 
their employ. 

“On Tuesday, the 25th, the Compen- 
sation Act finally passed, and this 
cleared the Government’s slate of leg- 
islation except for amendmeits to the 
statute laws. These amendments were 
taken up in the last hours of — the 
house, and under this ‘head your de- 
legates succeeded in getting some im- 
portant legislation. 

The Coal Mines Act was amended 
so as to provide that no boy under 
sixteen years of age shall be employ- 
ed below ground, but boys already 
employed shall not be affected by the 
Act. 

“Amendments were secured requiring 
the operators of a mine, when reques.- 
ed by the miners to pay the wages of 
the check weigher direet from the of- 
fice and collect from the ininers theit 
proportionate amount. Operators are 
required to furnish wash houses where 
more than twenty men are employed, 
and in all mines the law now requires 
that proper thawing apparatus shall 
be furnished for the thawing of ex- 
plosives. 

“The most important amendment 
was with regard to the supply ot 
timber to miners, ‘the law now pro- 
vides that the operators shall furnish 
timber in each working place, and 
in no case farther away than the near- 
est crosseut or other convenient place 
in the vicinity thereof, and the supply 
must be constant. 

“It is also now compulsory for the 
management to furnish clay for the 
purpose of tumping holes,

the law that the company is required

people who already inhabit this country, 
My report will advise that immigrants 
reaching the coast of America he com-

IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


The attention of Mr. Justice Stuart 
was taken up yesterday afternoen and 
this morning on the ease of Patterson 


vs. the Bulletin, an action for libel. 
The evidence was taken yesterday 
afternoon, and after arguments’ this 


morning by O. M. Biggar, counsel for 
the defendant newspaper, and J. R 
Lavell, counsel for the plaintiff, judg 
ment was reserved. The action arose 
out of the publication, on April 21st 
last, of certain statements made by 
Ex-officer Harris, of  Stratheona, 
against Kx-Chief Patterson, of Strath. 
The witnesses for the defence, 


D. 8. MeRae, H. G. Clarke, Ex- 
Mayor Miiis, 7. H. MeDonald and 
Frank Harris testified that the 


charges being mede against Ex-Chief 
Patterson bad been a matetr of greai 
publie interest for the past three or 
four months, and that; there had beea 
a general opinion afhepy many Strath- 
cola citizens that the poliee — corn- 
nittee, in their findings, had white- 
washed the Chief, and if the charges 
made by Harris had all been investi- 
gated the result would have been 
different. For the prosecution, TEx- 
Chief Patterson and §. H. Somersoll, 
chairman of the police committee, 
examined, In the argument, 
Mr. Biggar contended that the article 
complained of was a fair report ol 
what the police committee had done 
ind what they might have iuvestigat- 
ed had. they listened to Harris’ 
charge Mr. Lavell argued that the 
statements of thé niticle had ‘resulted 
in damage to the reputation of the 
plaintiff, As stated above, judgment 
was reserved until next week.
